Thou shalt keep thyself pure in heart. 

Blessed are the pure in heart, for they 
shall see God.

Thou shalt speak only the truth concern- 
ing thy neighbors, — the truth tempered with 
love. 

Love suffereth long, and is kind. 

Thou shalt so rejoice in the possessions of 
thy neighbors that thou mayest not covet 
their goods. 

For love envieth not. 

Thou shalt be considerate of strangers, 
and comfort them in their loneUness. 

For our fathers before us were strangers 
in the land. 

Thou shalt have compassion on the 
afflicted. 

For we .ought to comfort those who are 
in trouble by the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God. 
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Thou shalt seek reconciliation with those 
from whom thou art estranged. 

For God hath given us the ministry of 
reconciliation. 

Thou shalt be patient with the ignorant 
and the slow of understanding. 

For they that are strong ought to bear the 
infirmities of the weak. 

Thou shalt work together with thy 
brethren to establish justice in the earth. 

Whatsoever we would that men should 
do unto us, let us do even so unto them. 

Thou shalt have regard to thy body, to 
make and keep it hale and strong. 

For the temple of God is holy, which 
temple we are. 

Thou shalt store thy mind with the 
knowledge of things of use and beauty, and 
fill thy heart with spiritual wisdom. 

Yea, we will make our life a continual 
prayer of faith unto the Lord our God. 
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The fear of the Lord is the beginning of 
wisdom; and a good understanding have all 
they that do his commandments.

If we ever forget thee, O Lord, then shall 
we suffer grievous loss; but henceforth be 
it our prayer and our ceaseless endeavor to 
remember thee, and to worship thee even 
for evermore. 
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XIV 

Be thou merciful unto us, O God, and bless 
us, and cause thy face to shine upon us. 

Oh, send out thy light and thy truth; 
let them lead us; let Uiem bring us unto 
thy holy presence and thy power. 

As the hart panteth after the waterbrooks, 
so do our souls pant after thee, O God; 

Yea, our souls thirst for thee, O Lord. 

Our minds and our hearts cry out for thy 
presence, O God; 

Yea, we would think on thy lovingkind- 
ness in the midst of thy temple. 

Our souls wait for thee, O God, more 
than they that watch for the morning ; 

We will seek thee, O Lord, with all our 
strength, and we shall surely find thee. 

For thou art not far from any one of us ; 
yea, in thee we live and move and have our 
being ; 

And thou art abundant in mercy and full 
of compassion, and ever harkenest unto the 
cry of thy children.

Let us not say, It was through the Lord 
that we fell away; for we ought not to do 
the thing that he hateth. 

Rather let us acknowledge that we have 
sinned before the Lord our God, and done 
that which was evil in his sight; and that 
we have gone astray like lost sheep, and 
have need to be recalled unto him. 

O seek thy servants, Lord, lest we forget 
thy commandments. 

How shall we appear before thee, O God, 
and with what offering shall we come? 

The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit; 
a broken and a contrite heart, O God, thou 
wilt not despise. 

Wherefore we sorrowfully confess our 
sin unto thee, O God, and our iniquity we 
do not disown. 

Search us, O God, and know our hearts; 
try us, and know our thoughts; and see if 
there be any wicked way in us, and lead us 
in the way everlasting. 

Have mercy upon us, O God, according 
to thy lovingkindness ; according to the 
multitude of thy tender mercies, blot out 
our transgressions. 
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Wash us from our iniquity, and cleanse us 
from our sin. 

Make thy face to shine upon thy servants, 
and save us for thy mercy's sake. 

Cast us not away from thy presence, and 
take not thy holy spirit from us ; but bestow 
upon us, we pray thee, the knowledge of thy 
forgiveness. 

Then will we forsake the way of evil, 
and turn from all unrighteousness. 

Thus saith the High and Holy One that 
inhabiteth eternity, whose name is Holy:

Therefore let us go our way and ask mercy 
of the Lord.

Wherefore let us set our hearts right in 
the eyes of the Most Holy ; 

All the paths of the Lord are mercy and 
truth unto such as keep his covenant and 
his testimonies. 
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XVI 

Now what doth the Lord require of us, but 
to fear the Lord our God, and to walk in 
all his ways, and to love and to serve the 
Lord our God with all our hearts, and with 
all our souls? 

And it shall come to pass that if we walk 
in his statutes, and keep his commandments 
to do them, that the Lord will give peace 
in our land; and we shall lie down, and 
none shall make us afraid. 

Therefore let us walk in the paths of the 
good, and observe the ways of the righteous ; 

Then shall we lift up our countenances 
without spot; yea, we shall be steadfast 
and without fear. 

Thus saith the Lord : " When ye come to 
appear before me, put away the evil of your 
doings from before mine eyes; 

** Cease to do evil, learn to do good ; 
seek justice; relieve the oppressed; 

"Administer justice to the fatherless;

Let us harken now unto the word of the 
Lord, and have regard unto his holy laws ; 

Then shall our light break forA as the 
morning, and our healing spring forth 
speedily ; 

And our righteousness shall go before 
us, and the glory of the Lord shall follow 
after us; 

And when we call, the Lord will an- 
swer us. 

Then shall a voice be heard, saying, 
" Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you before the founda- 
tion of the world; for I was ahungered 
and ye gave me meat ; I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink ; I was a stranger, and ye re- 
ceived me ; naked, and ye clothed me ; I was 
sick, and ye visited me ; I was in prison, and 
ye came unto me." 

Then shall the righteous answer him, say- 
ing, " Lord, when saw we thee ahungered. 
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and fed thee? or athirst, and gave thee 
drink? and when saw we thee a stranger, 
and received thee? or naked, and clothed 
thee? and when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came unto thee?" 

And the voice shall answer, and say unto 
them, " Verily, I say unto you. Inasmuch as 
ye did it unto one of these my brethren, even 
these least, ye did it unto me. 

" Enter ye into life everlasting." 
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XVII 

Thus saith the Lord : " These words which 
I command you, ye shall lay up in your 
hearts and in your souls; 

** And ye shall bind them for a sign upon 
your hands ; and they shall be the frontlets 
between your eyes ; 

** And ye shall write them for the door- 
posts of your houses, and upon your gates; 

^'And ye shall teach them diligently to 
your children, talking of them when ye sit 
down in your houses, and when ye walk 
by the way; 

" And when ye lie down, and when ye rise 
up; 

" That your days and the days of your 
children, may be even as the days of heaven 
and earth." 

Mercy and truth are met together ; right- 
eousness and peace have kissed each other. 

For righteousness runneth down from 
heaven, and truth springeth from the 
ground. 

Above all things truth beareth away the 
victory. All the world calleth upon her, and 
the heavens bless her ; 
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For with her there is no unrighteousness; 
and with her there is no acceptance of per- 
sons or rewards. 

But she doeth the things that are just, and 
refraineth from all unrighteous and wicked 
things ; and all men do like well of her works ; 

Neither is there any unrighteousness in 
her judgment. She is the strength and the 
power and the majesty of all the ages. 

Teach us thy way, O Lord, and we will 
walk in thy truth; 

For thou. Lord, art abundant in good- 
ness and truth; 

Thou art a God of truth, and without 
evil, 

Who rewardest them that walk uprightly 
and work righteousness, and who speak the 
truth in their hearts. 

For, behold, thou desirest truth in the 
heart, and makest us to know wisdom within. 

Therefore have we chosen the way of 
truth, and laid up thy judgments in our 
hearts. 

A tongue of truth thou wilt establish for 
ever; 

But a lying tongue thou wilt utterly 
destroy. 
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To this end were we born, and to this end 
came we into the world: that we should bear 
witness unto the truth. 

We shall know the truth, and the truth 
shall make us free. 

Wherefore sanctify us, O Lord, through 
the truth : thy word is truth. 

Every one that is of the truth heareth 
thy voice ; and unto such as diligently seek 
the truth thou makest thyself known. 
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xvin 

Now faith is the substance of things hoped 
for, the assurance of things unseen. 

By faith we understand that the worlds 
were formed by the word of God; so that 
what is seen was made out of things which 
do not appear. 

Without faith it is impossible to be well- 
pleasing unto God ; 

For he that cometh unto God must be- 
lieve that God is, and that he hath regard 
unto them that seek him. 

By faith, Abraham, when he was called, 
went forth, not knowing whither he went; 
and he became a sojourner in the land of 
promise. 

By faith, Moses, when he was bom, was 
hidden by his parents, and they were not 
afraid of the king's command; 

By faith he refused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh's daughter, choosing rather to be 
evil treated with his people; 

By faith he forsook Egypt, not fearing 
the wrath of the king; for he endured, as 
seeing him who is invisible. 
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The time would fail to tell of those who 
through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought 
righteousness, obtained promises, 

Overcame the fear of lions, endured the 
power of fire, escaped the edge of the sword, 
from weakness were made strong. 

Yet if a man have faith, and have not 
works, what can that man's faith avail? 

We believe that faith apart from works 
is dead. 

Yea, and for this reason showing on our 
part all diligence: in our faith supplying 
virtue; and in our virtue, knowledge; and 
in our knowledge, self-control; and in our 
self-control, steadfastness ; and in our stead- 
fastness, godliness; and in our godliness, 
brotherly kindness; and in our brotherly 
kindness, love. 

For if these things are ours and abound, 
we become fruitful and active through the 
knowledge of Christ. 

Moreover, a believing love lighteneth the 
burden of our care; 

And we believe in him who, though in- 
visible, holdeth the reins of the world in 
his hands. 

We can not by searching comprehend 
him, yet if we are obedient unto his will, the 
powers of evil can not prevail against us ; 
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For there is neither wisdom, nor counsel, 
nor understanding which availeth against 
the Eternal ; and if we have faith, the power 
of the Eternal is with us for evermore . . . 
against the power of the Eternal ; and if we 
have faith the power . . .

Where the spirit of the Lord is, there is 
liberty. 

And we, with unveiled face, reflecting as 
in a mirror the glory of the Lord, 

Are transformed into the same image from 
glory unto glory, 

That we might serve him without fear, in 
holiness and righteousness, all the days of 
our life. 

We shall know the truth, and the truth 
shall make us free. 

If we be free with the freedom which was 
in Christ, we shall be free indeed. 

But before faith came we were kept in 
ward under the law of the commandments 
and ordinances, shut up from the faith which 
afterward should be revealed; 

So that the commandments and ordi- 
nances brought us into the freedom which 
was in Christ; 

But now that faith hath come, we are no 
longer under a tutor; but we are sons of 
God through faith ; and if sons, then are we 
free. 
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Let us stand fast therefore in the freedom 
which was in Christ, not being entangled 
again in any yoke of bondage. 

For we were called unto freedom, albeit we 
may not use our freedom for an occasion to 
the flesh. 

So then we are not under the command- 
ments and ordinances, but under grace; for 
Christ hath brought us freedom from the 
fear of the conmiandments and ordinances;

Love beareth all things, believeth all things, 
hopeth all things, endureth all things. Love 
never faileth. 

Now abideth faith, hope, love, these three, 
and the greatest of these is love.

In like manner, let us also, in whatsoever 
we undertake, be patient and establish our 
hearts, for the Lord is near at hand. 

For we have need of patience, that, after 
we shall have done the will of God, we may 
receive the promise. 

Yea, it is good that a man should both 
hope and quietly wait for the manifestation 
of the Lord. 

Now we have heard of the patience of the 
men of old, patriarchs, prophets, martyrs, 
apostles of the faith, the leaders of men, 
who, beholding the vision of the Lord afar 
off, steadfastly hoped for its coming, which 
they could not live to see; 

Yea, we have seen the design of the Lord: 
the Lord is very faithful and of tender 
mercy. 

Wherefore seeing that we are compassed 
about with so great a cloud of witnesses, let 
us run with patience the race that is set 
before us. 
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Yea» in all things let patience have its 
perfect work, that we may be perfect and 
entire, wanting in nothing. 

Come, let us rest in the Lord and wait 
patiently for him; 

Nor fret ourselves because of him who 
prospereth in an evil way. 

What glory is it, if, when we are buffeted 
for our faults, we take it patiently? 

But if, when we do well, and suffer for it, 
we take it patiently, this is acceptable with 
God. 

Let us wait then upon the Lord, and be of 
good courage, and he will strengthen our 
hearts ; 

For the Lord our God is faithful, and he 
ever harkeneth unto the cry of his children. 

In all things, therefore, let us approve our- 
selves as the servants of God, 

In much patience, in affliction, in necessi- 
ties, in distresses. 

In stripes, in imprisonments, in tumults, in 
labors, in watchings, in fastings ; 

By pureness, by knowledge, by l^Ag- 
suffering, by kindness, '^ 

By the holy spirit, by love unfeigned, by 
the word of truth, by the power of God, 
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By the armor of righteousness on the 
right hand and on the left; 

By honor and dishonor, by evil report and 
good report; 

As unknown and yet well known, as 
dying, and behold, we live; 

As chastened, and not killed ; as sorrowful, 
yet always rejoicing; 

As poor, yet making many rich; as hav- 
ing nothing, yet possessing all things; 

Strengthened with all might, according to 
the glorious power of our God, 

Unto all patience and longsuffering with 
joyfulness for ever and ever. 
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XXVII 

Let us endure hardship like good soldiers. 

Now no soldier on service entangleth him- 
self in the affairs of life» that he may please 
him who enrolled him as a soldier. 

Or know we not that they who run in a 
race all run, and one only receiveth the prize? 

Yet every one that striveth for mastery 
in the games exerciseth self-control in all 
things. 

Wherefore let us gird up the loins of our 
minds, and be sober and hope ; 

Let us be sober and vigilant and steadfast 
in the faith, that we may be perfect, 
strengthened, established and settled. 

For he that hath no rule over his own 
spirit is like a city that is thrown down and 
without walls. 

But he that is slow to anger is better 
than the mighty, and he that ruleth his 
spirit than he that taketh a city. 

Let our eyes look straight on, yea, let them 
look straight before us ; 

And let us not turn to the right hand, 
nor to the left: let us remove our feet 
from evil. 
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Let us not be deceived. God is not mocked ; 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap. 

He that soweth to the flesh, shall of the 
flesh reap corruption; but he that soweth 
to the spirit, shall of the spirit reap life 
everlasting. 

Now the fruit of the spirit is love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, self-control; 

And let us not be weary in well-doing, 
for in due season we shall reap, if we faint 
not. 

Moreover, the Lord knoweth how to de- 
liver the righteous from all temptation. 

So that none shall be able to harm them 
that follow after goodness. 

Yea, the path of the just is as the shining 
light, which shineth more and more unto the 
perfect day. 

The stars in their courses uphold the 
righteous, and the stones of the fleld are in 
league with him. 

He that overcometh shall inherit all things ; 

And the Lord of the whole earth shall be 
his God, and he shall live for ever in the 
light of the knowledge of the love of the 
everlasting Father. 
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XXVIII 

Better a little, with the fear of the Lord, 
than great treasure, and trouble therewith. 

Better a dinner of herbs where love is, 
than the stalled ox, and hatred therewith. 

Better a little with righteousness, than 
great revenues without it. 

Better a dry morsel and quietness there- 
with, than a house full of good cheer with 
strife. 

Better is the poor that walketh in his in- 
tegrity, than he that possesseth great riches 
gained by evil devices. 

Wherefore let us not be anxious to become 
rich, lest we set our eyes on that which is 
naught ; 

For riches certainly do make unto them- 
selves wings, and they fly away as an eagle. 

Therefore let us not fret ourselves be- 
cause of evil men, nor be envious of the 
wicked. 

A faithful soul shall abound in many 
blessings ; 

But he that maketh haste to be rich shall 
not be innocent. 
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Therefore was it taught of old that we 
should not be anxious for our life, what we 
should eat, or what we should drink ; 

Nor yet for our bodies, what we should 
put on; for the life is more than the meat» 
and the body is more than the raiment. 

The fowls of the air sow not, neither do 
they reap, nor gather into barns ; 

Yet our heavenly Father feedeth them. 
Are not we of much more value than 
they? 

Let us consider the lilies of the field, how 
they grow: they toil not, neither do they 
spin; yet even Solomon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these. 

Wherefore if God so clothe the flowers of 
the field, which to-day are, and to-morrow 
are cut down and witider, will he not much 
more clothe us? 

Wherefore let us not be anxious, say- 
ing. What shall we eat, or What shall we 
drink, or Wherewithal shall we be clothed? 

For our heavenly Father knoweth that 
we have need of all these things. 

Therefore let us seek first the kingdom of 
God and his righteousness, and all these 
things shall be added unto us; 
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And let us not be anxious for the morrow, 
for the morrow will be anxious for the 
things of itself. 

We have need to learn in whatsoever state 
we are therein to be content; 

To know how to be abased, and how to 
abound ; 

In everything and in all things to learn 
the secret both to be filled and to be hungry, 
both to abound and to be in want. 

We can do all things through God who 
giveth us the strength which was in Christ. 

For the grace of God is sufficient for us; 
yea, his strength is made perfect in our 
weakness. 

Let us therefore be content with such 
things as we have; for our God, the Giver 
of all good, will never leave us, nor for- 
sake us. 

So that we may boldly say. The Lord is 
our Helper; we will not fear. 

And the Lord our God shall supply every 
need of ours according to the riches of his 
bounty. 
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XXIX 

Now it came to pass, as Jesus was going to 
Jerusalem, that he sent messengers before his 
face; and they entered into a village of the 
Samaritans, to make ready for him ; 

But the Samaritans would not receive 
him; for the Jews and the Samaritans had 
no dealing with one another. 

And when his disciples, who were of the 
Jews, saw this, they were wroth, and they 
said, " Master, wilt thou that we bid fire

But Jesus rebuked them, saying, ** Ye 
know not what manner of spirit ye are of, 
for the son of man came not to destroy 
men's lives, but to save them." 

On another day one of the disciples of 
Jesus came to him, saying, " We saw one 
casting out demons in thy name, and we for- 
bade him, because he followeth not with us." 

And Jesus answered and said, ** Forbid 
him not, for there is no man that shall do 
a mighty work in my name, and shall be 
able to speak evil of me; for he that is not 
against us is for us." 

In like manner Jesus said, '^ Many shall 
come from the east and the west, and from 
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the north and the south, and shall sit down

Among all the nations hath he poured out 
the gift of the holy spirit; and he seeketh 
to make of us all one people, without dis- 
tinction. 

Wherefore let us take heed that we with- 
stand not God; but rather let us yield our- 
selves that we may become his instruments 
for the establishment of love and concord 
among all his children. 

Spiritual victories are won by spiritual 
weapons only; and love is the chief weapon 
of the spirit. 

Therefore let us love one another, until 
all become worthy of perfect love. 
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XXX 

Let us take heed that we do not our 
righteousness before men, to be seen of 
them. 

When therefore we give alms, let us not 
sound a trumpet before us, that we may 
have glory of men; 

But when we give alms, let not the right 
hand know what the left hand doeth; 

That our alms may be in secret ; and our 
Father who seeth in secret will recom- 
pense us. 

Not that which entereth into the mouth de- 
fileth a man; but that which proceedeth out 
of the mouth, this defileth a man. 

For from within, out of the heart of a 
man, proceed evil thoughts and desires; 
these are the things that defile a man. 

For there is nothing covered that shall not 
be revealed; nor anything hidden that shall 
not be made known. 

Therefore whatsoever we have said in 
the darkness shall be heard in the light ; 
and whatsoever we have whispered in the 
ear, in the inner chambers, shall be pro- 
claimed upon the housetops. 
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Let none imagine evil in his heart against 
his neighbor. 

Let us love not in word only, but in deed 
and in truth. 

Yea, let us be doers of the word, and not 
hearers only. 

And whatsoever we do, let us do it from 
the heart, as unto the Lord. 

If we be inwardly good and true, then 
shall we be able to see and understand with- 
out confusion. 

If our hearts be sincere and upright, then 
shall all creation be unto us a mirror of life, 
and a book of holy instruction. 

If there be joy in the world, surely the 
man of pure heart shall possess it ; 

And the blessing of the Lord is upon him 
in whose spirit is found no guile. 

Therefore let us be strong in the Lord, 
and in the power of his might. 

Let us put on the whole armor of God, 
that we may be able to resist the wiles of 
evil. 

For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities and powers, against 
all the enemies of the spirit. 
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Wherefore let us take unto ourselves the 
whole armor of God, that we may be able 
to endure in an evil day, and having done 
all, to stand. 

Let us stand, therefore, having our loins 
girt about with the truth, and having on 
the breastplate of righteousness; 

And our feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace ; 

Above all, taking up the shield of faith, 
wherewith we shall be able to quench all the 
fiery darts of evil; 

And let us take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the spirit, which is the 
word of God. 
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XXXI 

Thus saith the Lord : " I will put my law in 
your minds, and in your hearts will I write it ; 

''And I will be your God, and ye shall 
be my people ; 

" And ye shall teach no more every man 
his neighbor, and every man his brother,

Behold, the Lord created man at the be- 
ginning, and endued him with the strength 
proper to him ;

Neither let us say. It was he that made 
us to err; 

For God hath not commanded any man 
to do wickedly. 

Neither let us say. It was he that made 
us to err; 

O Lord, so teach us to number our days 
that we may attain unto wisdom ; 

And, when our earthly labors are ended, 
may we, bearing our sheaves with us, enter 
at length into the life everlasting.

On that day went Jesus out of the house, 
and sat by the sea side.

as Je^s was one with his Father, and that 
all mayv be made perfect together in one 
mind, having the same spirit. 
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And let us walk worthily of the calling 
wlWewith we were called, with all lowliness 
and ineekness ; with longsuffering forbearing 
one am^her in love ; 

Givinkdiligence to keep the unity of the 
spirit in the bond of peace; 

For there is one body and one spirit, even 
as also we are called in one hope of our 
calling ; 

One Lord, one faith, one God and Father 
of all, who is over all, and through all, and 
in all; 

Untu we all attain unto the unity of the 
faith, unto a full grown man, 

Unto the measure of the stature of the 
fullness of Christ, that we may no longer 
be children, tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine. 

But speaking the truth in love, we may 
be rooted and builded up and established in 
our faith. 

Increasing in the knowledge of God, and 
bearing fruit in every good word and work. 

If now there be any comfort in Christ, if 
there be any consolation of love, if there be 
any fellowship of the spirit, if there be any 
tender mercies and compassions. 

Let us be of the same mind, having the 
same love, being of one accord, and of one 
heart. 
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Doing nothing through faction and vain 
glory, but in lowliness of mind, each counting 
the other better than himself; 

Not looking each of us to his own inter- 
ests, but each of us to the welfare of others. 

God is one: the center, source, power, 
mind and plan of all things; all things are 
through him, and without him can noth- 
ing be ; 

His purposes are broader than space, and 
they outrun all time; creation is in unity 
with him, and the universe is an expression 
of his harmony. 

Therefore let us be at one with him, learn- 
ing his will, and yielding unto him our in- 
stant obedience; 

In like manner also let us ever be at one 
with all our fellow-men throughout the 
whole earth, in the unity of love and help- 
fulness. 
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XXXV 

In the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth. 

And the earth was waste and void; and 
darkness was upon the face of the deep; 

And the spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the waters ; 

And God commanded, and created, and 
brought forth the light, and the expanse 
of the firmament, and the greater and lesser 
luminaries in the heaven, and the dry land, 
and all the living creatures, and every grow- 
ing thing upon the face of the earth, and 
beneath the waters of the sea. 

Behold, how manifold are the works of the 
Lord our God! In wisdom hath he made 
them all.

But a holy tongue is a choice instrument 
of righteousness and praise; therewith we 
glorify God, and bless and comfort his 
children. 

If any man sin not in word, the same is 
able to bridle the whole body also; for out 
of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh ; 

Yea, by our words we shall be justified, 
and by our words we shall be condemned. 

A good man, out of the good treasure of 
the heart, bringeth forth good things ; 
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And an evil man, out of the evil treasure, 
bringeth forth evil things. 

A soft answer turneth away wrath; but 
grievous words stir up anger. 

The tongue of the wise man useth knowl- 
edge aright ; but the mouth of fools poureth 
out folly. 

The wholesome tongue is a tree of life; 
but perverseness therein is a vexation of the 
spirit. 

A word spoken in season is like apples of 
gold in baskets of silver; but the mouth of 
the wicked poureth out evil things. 

He that refraineth from slander gaineth 
love; 

But he that harpeth upon a matter 
separateth very friends. 

The words of a talebearer are like wounds 
which eat into the vitals of the body; 

A false witness shall not be unpunished; 
and he that speaketh lies shall perish. 

Evil communications corrupt good morals ; 

Every idle word that men speak, they 
shall give an account of in the day of 
reckoning. 

Therefore we pray thee, O Lord, to set a 
watch upon our mouths, and a guard upon 
the door of our lips for evermore. 
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Yea, let the words of our mouths, and the 
meditation of our hearts, be acceptable in 
thy sight, O Lord, our Strength and our 
Redeemer. 
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XXXIX 

There is a grievous evil: even riches kept 
by the owner thereof to his hurt; and riches 
which perish by evil adventure. 

He that loveth silver shall not be satisfied 
with silver; nor he that loveth abundance, 
with increase ; for all things pass away. 

Therefore let us not weary ourselves to 
be rich; 

Let us cease from anxious striving, that 
our eyes come not to rest on that which is 
naught. 

Yea, there are those that make themselves 
rich, yet have nothing; 

And there are those that make themselves 
poor, yet have great wealth. 

Woe unto him that buildeth his house by 
unrighteousness, and his chambers by injus- 
tice; 

That saith, *' I will build me a wide house 
and spacious chambers;" 

And he cutteth out for himself windows, 
and his house is ceiled with cedar, and 
painted with vermilion. 

Shall we reign because we excel in cedar? 
Our fathers, did they not do justice and 
righteousness? Then was it well with them. 
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Woe unto him that getteth an evil gain 
for his house, that he may set his nest on 
high; that he may be delivered from the 
hand of evil: 

He hath devised shame to his house, and 
hath sinned against his own soul: 

For the stone shall cry out of the wall, 
and the beam out of the timber shall answer 
it. 

Therefore let us not set our hearts upon 
our goods ; and let us not say, " They are 
sufficient for us : " 

For gold hath destroyed many, and hath 
perverted the hearts of rulers. 

Yea, there are those that wax rich by 
their wariness and pinching, and this is the 
portion of their reward: 

Whereas they say, " We have found rest, 
and now shall eat continually of our goods," 

Yet they know not what time death shall 
come upon them, and they shall leave their 
riches to others, and die. 

No man can serve two masters; for either 
he will hate the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and despise the 
other. 

We can not serve God and mammon. 

Let us take heed therefore that we keep 
ourselves from all covetousness ; 
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For the life of a man doth not consist in 
the abundance of his possessions. 

Wherefore let us keep ourselves free from 
the love of money; for the love of money is 
a root of all forms of evil; 

The desire of possessions hath led many 
away from the faith, and by it they have 
pierced themselves through with grievous 
sorrows. 

Let them that are rich in this present 
world be not puffed up, nor have their hope 
set on the uncertainty of riches, but on God, 
who giveth us abundantly all things to enjoy. 

Let them do good, being rich in good 
works, ready to distribute, willing to 
sympathize.

" Only be thou strong, and very coura- 
geous, that thou mayest observe and do 
according to all the law; 
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"Turn not from it to the right hand or 
the lefty that thou mayest prosper where- 
soever thou goest." 

To us there is one God, the Father, of 
whom are all things, and we in him ; 

One God and Father of all, who is over 
all, and through all, and in all ; 

And there is no distinction between Jew 
and Greek; 

For the same God is Lord of all, and is 
rich unto all that call upon him. 

But how shall they call upon him in whom 
they have not believed? 

And how shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? 

And how shall they hear without a 
preacher? 

And how shall one preach, except he be 
sent? 

How welcome is the messenger that 
bringeth good news, 

That proclaimeth peace, that bringeth 
glad tidings of good. 

That publisheth salvation, 

That saith unto the people, "Your God 
reigneth! " 

God giveth us not a spirit of fearfulness, 
but of power and love and discipline, 
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To suffer hardship with the gospel ac- 
cording to the power of God. 

For God calleth with a holy calling, accord- 
ing to his purpose and grace. 

And we know in whom we have believed, 
and are persuaded that he is able to keep 
that which he hath committed unto us. 

The Lord give us understanding of his will 
in all things, even as it was set forth in 
Christ Jesus, 

That we may both keep it and rejoice in 
it, and so become partakers in the glories 
of his kingdom for evermore. 
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
